Virginia Beach City Council 
has arrived at no consensus on 
how to determine whether certain 
non-profit organizations should 
be exempt from paying real estate 
and personal property taxes. 

However, the city staff has 
been instructed to apply one 
suggested procedure to 15 agen- 
cies whose standing was recently 
changed from tax exempt to tax 
paying, for an example of the 
possible overall effect of adop- 
ting such a policy. 

Results are expected to be 
available in two or three weeks. 

This exploratory route was 
chosen following a report by 
Assistant to the City Manager 
David Grochmal on four possible 
alternatives. In any case the 
exemptions would eventually 
have to be approved by the 
General Assembly. The locality 
has the option of endorsing or 
not endorsing the exemptions. 
The 15 agencies which have 
requested exemptions represent a 
total tax payment, including in- 
terest and penalities, of $713,954. 



The alternatives are: 

•Not to approve or endorse 
any organization. In this case the 
city would make no recommen- 
dation and leave the decision up 
to the General Assembly. The 
types of property exempted from 
taxation under the State Code are 
property owned by the Common- 
wealth or any political sub- 
division; property owned and ex- 
clusively occupied and used by 
churches or religious bodies for 
religious worship or for the 
residence of their ministers; 
private or public burying grounds 
or cemeteries which are not for 
profit, property owned by public 
libraries or by institutions of 
learning not conducted for pro- 
fit, so long as it is used primarily 
for literary, scientific or 
educational purposes. 

Also the General Assembly 
may exempt intangible personal 
property, property us«i by its 
owners for religious, charitable, 
patriotic, historical, benevolent, 
cultural or public park or 
playground purposes, and land 
subject to perpetual easement 
permitting inundation by water. 



•A public hearing by Council 
and consideration of seven 
questions as prescribed by the 
State Code. Council, in this case, 
would determine how the 
questions should be answered to 
win endorsement from Council. 
The questions ask whether the 
organization is exempt under the 
Internal Revenue Code; whether 
it has been issued an ABC license, 
whether any director or officer of 
the organization is paid compen- 
sation in excess of what is 
reasonable for the personal ser- 
vices rendered; whether any in- 
dividual benefits from the net 
earnings of the organization and 
whether any significant portion 
of the service provided by the 
organization is paid for by 
donations, contributions, or 
local, state or federal grants; 
whether the organization 
provides services for the common 
good of the public; whether a 
substantial part of the activities 
of the organization involve 
carrying on propaganda or at- 
tempt to influence legislation or 
whether the organization par-

Beach student SAT 
score up once again 




Average Scholastic Aptitude 
Test scores for more than 1,800 
Virginia Beach high school 
seniors have risen by six points 
over those of a year ago. The 
combined verbal and math test 
scores are now ten points higher 
than the national average, 13 
points over the Virginia average, 
and 42 points over the southern 
regional average. 

Nationally, scores on the 
highly-recognized scholastic ap- 
titude tests administered by the 
College Board each year to high 
school seniors rose four points in 
results just released. In Virginia 
Beach the average combined 
score on the 1983-84 tests were 
907; the national average was 
897. The Virginia average com- 
bined score was 894, and the 
southern regional average was 
865. 

Dr. E. E. Brickell, Superinten-, 
dent of Virginia Beach schools, 
said of the significant increase in 
SAT scores. "They are solid 
evidence that the combined effor- 
ts of all in our school system have 
produced tangible benefits for 
our students." 

Dr. Brickell added that studen- 
ts were becoming more concerned 
about education and many ap- 
peared to be taking the tests more 
seriously . "I also believe we can 
attribute the increase in scores to 
encouragement from parents in- 
terested in their children's 
futures." 

Last fall, for the first time, 
Khool officials organized and 
ivesented an SAT Preparation 
count at two high schools on 



four successive Saturdays. More 
than 1,200 students attended at 
least one of the sessions designed 
to review the typ)es of material in- 
cluded on the SAT. Brickell says 
he definitely feels that the review 
sessions had an impact on the 
1983-1984 scores. 

The SAT preparation program 
will be offered at Green Run and 
Cox high schools, beginning at 9 
a.m. There is no cost for students 
of Virginia Beach Public Schools. 
The remaining sessions will be 
held on October 6, 13, and 20. 

Sessions will center around 
test-taking skills, verbal skills and 
mathematics skills. Each session 
will last approximately two hours. 
For those who cannot attend the 
Saturday sessions, who may wish 
to make up a missed Saturday 
session, or who may wish to 
receive further instruction, a 
repeat session will be held on 
Wednesday evenings following 
the Saturday sessions. 

This year, programs and 
materials were designed by local 
teachers to meet the specific 
needs of Virginia Beach students. 
Each session will include both in- 
struction and practice. Instruc- 
tional sessions were instituted 
following a recommendation of 
the Curriculum Assessment and 
Development project task force. 
Implementation of many of the 
task fwce recommendations are 
now in place or under develop- 
ment, and Brickell says he feels 
that the new curriculum must 
also be cited as a reason few an 
increase in SAT scores.

Councilwoman Meyera Ober- 
ndorf, reporting on a meeting of 
the Steering Committee on the 
Environment of the National 
League of Cities recently in 
Boulder, told City Council about 
the blue line. 

She said the city is surrounded 
on three sides by mountains and 
the people wanted to keep them 
the way they were. The people 
voted a .6 of a mill sales tax to 
purchase the land and .4 of a mill 
sales tax to buy the right-of-way 
for bicycle lanes. The only struc- 
ture allowed on the property is an 
atmospheric center which 
generates it own power. 

The Virginia Beach green line 
is an imaginary line which 
separates the developed land 
from the rural land.

One day soon, Virginia Beach 
City Council members wil get off 
the highways to explore the city 
by the water route. 

They will pick up their canoes 
at the Lesner Bridge and make a 
foray into the hinterlands of the 
city along the inland waters 
which will take them to North 
Carolina. 

Lillie Gilbert, a canoeist, 
school teacher and entrepreneur, 
will provide the canoes and lunch 
and lead the way through what 
she told Council last week is one 
of the few remaining wilderness 
and wildlife areas along the 
water. She said the old canoe trail 
consists of 30 miles of unin- 
terrupted water, most no deeper 
than three feet, and is a unique 
recreational opportunity. 

Gilbert said she would like 
Virginia Beach to work with 
Chesapeake and Norfolk to form 
a network of canoe trails. 

Unlike the highways, the 
project, she said, will probably 
cost the city nothing or very little. 
She said she did not want boat 



ramps which might attract the 
motor boat people, but simple 
drop off points with railroad ties. 

Illustrating her talk with slides, 
Gilbert pointed out that part of 
the trail backs up to develop- 
ments and added, "I would really 
like to see that stopped." 

"We're working on it," 
remarked Councilman John A. 
Baum. 

Gilbert stressed the importance 
of "preserving this last little piece 
of scenic water for all the people 
who follow us." 

The Southeastern Virginia 
Planning District Commission's 
Unified Planning Work Program 
for 1984-85 includes a project for. 
the city aimed at developing a 
"Canoe Trails Plan," accOTding 
to Councilwoman Meyera Obem- 
dorf, who is a member of the 
SVPDC. 

Obemdorf added that volun- 
teer organizations are almdy 
helping to clean up the trail where 
debris had accumulated, and the 
SVPDC has to determine who 
owns the land bordering the 
waterway.

Small price to pay 

During this decade public and private expen- 
ditures on controlling pollution in the United States 
will reach more than $500 billion, a recent Envir- 
onmental Protection Agency report estimates. 
That's a hefty sum, but it ignores the benefits of 
controlling pollution, benefits that often cannot be 
totaled on a balance sheet. 

To this credit, the EPA, which is only required to 
report on the costs of pollution control, notes in its 
study that there are substantial benefits associated 
with environmental regulation. One, for instance is 
the number of jobs created or lost because of strict 
anti-pollution laws. 

According to the EPA's report, corporations 
which oppose strict environmental laws have repor- 
ted that 33,000 jobs have been lost since January 
ri9^%. be(^VKi>^f iAJpti-poJution measures. But what 
these companies leave out is that these same anti- 
pollution laws will create 524,000 new jobs by 1987. 

And the EOA cautions others who would use the 
report as proof that environmental protection is 
too costly. Since it only assessed all the costs and 
not all the benefits of pollution controls, the 
negative aspects of these laws are "exaggerated," 
says the EPA. 

Thus, although the absolute costs seem large— 
about $50 billion a year— the effect of this much 
spending is small relative to gross national product, 
prices and inflation. The report states, for example, 
that the cost of anti-pollution measures will 
decrease the nation's gross national product by 
only seven-tenths of 1 percent by 1987. 

That's a small price to pay for a clean, safe and 
healthy environement. 



Being victimized 

People should be able to live without having to 
constantly worry about personal safety. 

But the results of a recent Media General/Asso- 
ciated Press survey indicates that the contrary is the 
case for some Americans. Forty-four percent of the 
people questioned in the survey said they kept guns 
in their homes for protection, and one of every 10 
said he carried a weapon. Thirty-five percent said 
they were afraid to go out after dark in downtown 
areas. 

Such fear diminishes the quality of life. It hits 
hardest among groups most vulnerable to crime, 
including the elderly, minority groups and some 
people with lower income and less education. 

Implicit in such findings is the feeling that 
government — local, state and federal— has not 
been doing enough to ensure that innocent, law- 
abiding citizens are adequately protected from 
criminals. 

Citizens who feel so threatened by crime that 
they alter their lifestyle cannot be expected to look 
with much favor on programs that appear to ex- 
pand the rights of criminals. 

People working in the criminal justice system 
should be aware that there is a deep-seated resent- 
ment of the disturbance of citizens' peace by 
criminals. Rightly or wrongly, many people want 
more attention paid to protecting people from 
being victimized. 

Public officials who ignore this sentiment run the 
risk of being out of touch.

How to teaeh yow computer to spel betr 



Last time, I talked about how 
word processors can make typing 
letters and reports a lot easier. If 
you use your computer for lots of 
letters or reports, you may find 
that a spelling checker is more 
than worth its price. 

Another supplement to your 
word processor is a mailing list 
program. You may immediately 
think of those sometimes bother- 
some form letters you get; they're 
nearly always junk mail. But even 
typing three or four of the same 
letter (perhaps to your state and 
federal legislators) can be tiring. 
That's where a mailing list 
program can help. And if you're 
in any sort of organization- 
church group, hobby club, 
bowling league-a mailing list can 
make communication a lot easier. 
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Spelling checkers: 
hawk-eyed proofreaders 

I resisted spelling checkers for 
a long time. After all, I majored 
in English in college, won a 
spelling award in high school, 
and did proofreading profession- 
ally as part of my writing career. 
Some people might need sj^Uin 
checkers, I said to myself smligly, 
but /don'/. 

Hah! I'm too embarassed to 
tell you how many mistypings the 
spelling checker caught in a six- 



page report I had carefully proof- 
read and pronounced error-free. 

Spelling checker programs 
come with their own dictionaries 
of 20,000 to 50,000 words. Most 
also let you create your own dic- 
tionary, or at least add new words 
to the program's dictionary. 
Please note that the size of the 
dictionary is not all that impor- 
tant; most of us have a working 
vocabulary considerably smaller 
than 20,000 words. 

In general, a larger dictionary 
is better, but be warned that it 
niaiM"un a lot slower. I own two 
difftrfenMiSeinng- checkers. Both 
have about the same size dic- 
tionary, but one runs about six 
times faster than the other, 
though the slower one has some

This facility also 
provides all 1120 series models 
(2.5 cu. in. displacement and 
below) for export worldwide and 
supplies 1120 series parts lo the 
Australian market. 

Stihl Incorporated's first man- 
ufacturing operation in America 
started at Virginia Beach in 1974 
in a leased facility. There, a 
small group of employees pro- 
duced cMily one saw, the Model 
015. The Virginia resort city was 



chosen as Stihl's U.S. manu- 
facturing site because of ideal 
port facilities nearby. As the 
state's largest city, Virginia Be- 
ach provides easy access to 
container ships and other surface 
transportation. Virginia's favor- 
able tax structure also makes 
Stihl's location mo*:t advant- 
ageous for business, 

A year later, the tlrst U.S. 
sales office was opened, and by 
1977, the company had grown 
sufficiently to begin construction 
of its own building. Groundbre- 
aking ceremonies for this new 
facility, planned for a 27-acre 
tract in Oceana Industrial Park, 
took place in February of 1977. 
The first phase of construction 
called for the completion of a 
21,000 square foot, two-story 
office complex and an 80,050 
square foot manufacturing plant 
accommodating six production 
lines, In 1980, more space was 
added providing an additional 
34,400 square feet to house 
Stihl's crankshaft heat-treating, 
tool and die shop, and plastic 
molding department facilities.

If a parent or 
guardian is dissatisfied with the 
ruling, he may wish to discuss the 
decision with the determining of- 
ficial on an informal basis. If the 
parent wishes to make a formal 
appeal, he may make a request 
either orally or in writing to 
James G. Ratliff, Jr., Supervisor, 
Food Services, Virginia Beach 
Public Schools.

VHLC archaeologist make 
new discoveries at castle 



The fourth season of archae- 
ological investigations is current- 
ly^inderway at Bacon's Castle, a 
National Historic Landmark in 
Surry County, Virginia, recogni- 
zed as the oldest surviving house 
in Virginia. 

The mansion, built in 1665 by 
Arthur Allen, II, a prominent 
member of" Virginians _ colcmWl 
elite, obtained its name "wHfch 
troops of Nathaniel Bac(Mi occup- 
ied Arthur Allen's house for 
three months during the rebel- 
lion of 1676, 

The Association for the Preser- 
vation of Virginia Antiquities, 
which purchased the plantation 
in 1964, was the beneficiary of a 
generous grant from the Garden 
Club of Virginia to restore the 
now-vanished gardens at Ba- 
con's Castle. Prior to restoration, 
excavations are being conducted 
to recovfer information which may 
be helpful in constructing an 
historically accurate garden. Su- 
ch excavations are also designed 
to insure that other archaeolc^i- 
cal features in the vicinity will 
not be adversely affected. 

Since the project began in 
early July, the Virgmia Historic 
Landmarks Commission's Re- 
search Center for Archaeology 



has uncovered fence lines, walk- 
ways, planting beds, and privy 
holes associated with the 19th- 
century garden. 

Additionally, the archaeolc^ical 
team, under the direction of 
Research Center archaeologist 
Deborah Davenport, has located 
within the garden environs arch- 
aeoiofipal remain? associated 
with, the earliest occupation, xrf 
Bacon's Castle. 

One side of the garden en- 
closure was found to have cut 
through the shallow cellar of a 
wooden structure abandoned in 
1690. "This structure appears to 
have been built on posts set in 
to the ground and then framed 
in," according to State Archae- 
ologist Alain Outlaw. The upper- 
most fill in the cellar contains a 
large quantity of wine bottle 
glass including bottle seals bear- 
ing the "AA" initials of Arthur 
Allen II. In addition to being a 
successful planter like his father, 
Allen II was also elected Speaker 
of the House of Burgesses in 
1686. "The seals are a particular- 
ly fine collection," Outlaw said, 
"indicating the important status 
of the Allen family." 

Other artifacts found in the 
cellar include ceramics manu-

What do eagles, hawks, fal- 
cons, and owls have in commcm? 
They're all raptors ~ carni- 
vorous birds that hunt their prey. 
These birds of prey have strong 
notched beaks, sharp talons, and 
great value in the natural world. 
They're also the reason the 
nation witt <*scrve "Naticmal 
Birds of Prey Conservation We- 
ek" frwn October 7 to 13, a week 
set aside to focus public attention 
on the value of protecting these 
birds and their habitat. 

According to the National 
Wildlife FederaticMi, the birds of 
prey most commonly known to 
Americans are bald eagles, red- 
tailed hawks, great horned owls, 
and American kestrels, or spar- 
row hawks. Raptors regularly 
occuring in North America in- 
clude 19 species of owls, 16 
species of hawks, six species of 
falcons, five species of kites, 
three species of vultures, two 
species of eagles, one caracara, 
and the osprey. 

"Over a million birdwatchers 
observe hawks, falcOTs, owls and 
eagles each autumn as they 
migrate on this country's major 
raptor fly ways," said Jay D. 
Hair, Exccirtive Vice President of 
the Nati<Mial Wildlife Federation. 

Hair said that more people 
need to know that many of these 
splendid birds are endangered or 
threatened, including the bald 
eagle and the CaHfornia condor. 

"Greater public awareness 
and understanding is needed to 
help asure the future survival 
and ecological well-being of 
these birds and their habitat," 
he said. 

"National Birds of Prey Ccm- 
servation Week" was the result 



of a five-month campaign Ikun- , 
ched by the National Wildlife 
Federation, its affiliates, and 
other conservation groups in 
cooperation with Sen. Arlen Spe- 
cter and U.S. Rep. Don Ritter, 
both of Pennsylvania. Their bill 
was s'^ncd into law toy the 
Pt^saia^Vbn Ju\y 8, 1984.

• In 1982, 40 of 53 species of 
birds of prey that regularly occur 
in the United States were listed 
by (Mie or more state conserva- 
tion agencies as endangered, 
extirpated, threatened, or of 
concern. 

• The rarest bird of prey in the 
United States is the California 
condor, whose numbers in the 
wild are only around 20. 

• The California condor is also 
the largest bird of prey in the 
United States, with a wingspan 
of up to 10 feet and a weight of as 
much as 3 1 pounds . 

• The smallest bird of prey is 
the elf owl, found in the South- 
west, which measures only 5 
1 Va Horn the \\p of it*, hill lo the 
tip of its tail, and weighs less 
than one ounce. 

• The fastest bird of prey is the 
peregrine falcon, clocked at over 
200 miles per hour in a dive.

OCTOBER SKY CHARTS: To use 

these sky charts face either north or 
south and hold the charts directly in 
front of you with the horizon on the 
bottom. The charts show the bright- 
est stars and planets between the 
horizon and the part -of the sky di- 
rectly overhead during the early 
evening hours this month. 

CONSTELLATIONS: In the 
southern sky, the three bright stars 
that form the prominent star pal- 
tern, the Summer Triangle, are now 
visible overhead in the west. Vega is 
the brightest and part of the constel- 
lation Lyra Deneb, which marks the 
head of the Northern Cross, and Al- 
tair, in the constellation Aquila the 
Eagle, complete the triangle. An- 
other star pattern to notice above 
the southern horizon is the Great 
Square of Pegasus formed by four 
stars about equal in brightness. 

High overhead in the north, look 
for a group of stars ip the shape of a 
W." The pattern of the W is upside 
down in the sky and opehs toward 
the North Star, Polaris. During the 
Year, Polaris remains at the same 
place in the sky while all the other 
constellations in this area of the sky 
appear to move in circles around it. 
PLANETS: Saturn, appearing in 
the evening sky for the past five 
months, gradually fades from view 
in the southwestMeaving Jupiter 
and Mars as the remaining visible 
planets. 

Early in the month, Mars moves 
rapidly eastward from the constel- 
lation Ophiuchus into Sagittarius, 
passing 1.9° south of Jupiter on Oc- 
tober 13. It can be seen very low in

the southwestern sky during the 21 This 
early evening hours throughout the 
month. 

Jupiter, the brightest of the plan- 
et pair, is visible very close to Mars 
in Sagittarius at sunset and remains 
one view about four hours before 
setting. 

CELESTIAL EVENTS: Watch for 
the Hunter's Moon - this month's 
full moon - rising in the east at 
sunset on October 9 This moon's 
bright light, according to folklore, 
enables hunters to track small ani- 
mals through the recently harvest- 
ed fields. 

As the return of Comet Halley 
draws nearer, the debris strewn 
along the path of the approaching 
comet will light up the sky with

the annual Orionid Mete- 
or Shower which yields about 25 
meteors every hour during its two- 
day appearance. 

A first quarter moon will add to 
evening stargazing at the beginning 
of the month when it passes within 
3'^ of both Mars and Jupiter on Octo- 
ber 1 On October 29, the moon will 
again pass by the two planets in its 
waxing crescent phase, moving 
within 3° of Jupiter and 2° of Mars.

ticipates in any political cam- 
paign on behalf of any candidate 
for public office; or whether the 
organization discriminates on the 
basis of religious conviction, 
race, color, sex or national origin 
by rule, regulation, policy or 
practice. 

•The second alternative plus 
the addition of other questions to 
the list. Grochmal said that Fair- 
fax Council uses the seven 
questions and five more. He said 
that Henrico Council will endorse 
any organization which meets the 
seven-question criteria and Nor- 
folk has no set policy but con- 
siders the applications on a case- 
by-case basis. Crochmal saidthat 
nowhere else in the state is there 
anything remotely resembling a 

policy. 
•Consider as exempt properties 

which would have been exempt if 
they had been in existence before 
July 1, 1971. The State Con- 
stitution provide'; that any 
property exempt from taxation 
on July I, 1971 would continue 
its exemption. Among Virginia 
Beach property exempt under this 
provision are a number of 
Masonic organizations, the Fleet 
Reserve, the General Hospital of 
Virginia Beach, Union Mission, 
Easter Seal Society for Crippled 
Children, and the Association for 
the preservation of Virginia An- 
tiquities. 

Before acting on an ap- 
plication, the General Assem,bly 
has to know that the locality has 
acted or refused to act, Grochmal 
said. If Council chooses to con- 



sider endorsement, it has to select 
some process. 

Councilman H. Jack Jennings 
Jr. said he would prefer the 
second alternative where the city 
would have a public hearing and 
ask the seven questions. 

Councilman J. Henry McCoy 
Jr. said that he would prefer the 
first alternative-to not endorse 
any organization. 

Westminster-Canterbury of 
Hampton Roads, Inc., a residen- 
ce for older citizens on the 
Chesapeake Bay, is requesting 
both an exemption and for repay- 
ment of taxes which already have 
been paid. The tax exemption can 
be granted retroactively, Groch- 
mal said. He was instructed to in- 
clude this cost in his report. The 
tax paid by Westminister-Canter- 
bury was $399,306.10. On the list 
of 15 organizations, it is the 
largest tax bill. 

The city staff is to determine 
which of the organizations would 
be exempt under the second 
alternative (public hearing and 
seven questions) and the cost to 
the city, including possible cost 
of retroactivity. 

The 15 properties in question 
recenty experienced a status 
change from tax exempt to 
taxable. An ordinance adopted 
by City Council on July 9 made it 
possible for the Commissioner of 
the Revenue to waive the penalty 
and interest if the taxes were paid 
by July 30, 1984. The penalty is 
$10 or 10 percent, whichever is 
greater, and additional interest is 
at the rate of .8 percent per mon- 



th. 

Four properties, including 
Westminister-Canterbury paid 
their bills. The other properties 
have been assessed interest. 

In one instance, the Pembroke 
Mall Corporation thought it had 
been paying the taxes on the 
Chamber of Commerce building, 
but it had not been. That bill has 
been paid. 

Grochmal said that the Dis- 
abled American Veterans, the 
Knights of Columbus Lodge and 
the Fraternal Order of Eagles, all 
among the 15 properties, are the 
type that would have been exem- 
pt if they had been in existence 
before 1971. 

Volunteers of America, Inc. 
has a contract with the Com- 
munity Services Board to operate 
homes for the handicapped and 
therefore could be considered in a 
government classification, 

Grochmal also said two civic 
league parks on the list of 15 are 
leased by the City and operated 
by the Parks and Recreation 
Department. In effect, the city is 
paying the taxes. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
wanted to know how the nursing 
homes on the list differed from 
other nursing homes. He said 
that if these were approved others 
will try to get a non-profit status 
from the IRS to avoid paying 
taxes. 

Mayor Harold Hesichober said 

that organizations have to "jump 

through a hoop" to get tax 

exemption status from the IRS.

extra features that make up for it. 

Again, some computer systems 
include a reasonably good 
spelling checker in the cost of the 
systems. The programs cost $100 
to $200 if you buy one separately. 

I've also heard of grammar- 
checking programs, though I've 
never used one. Not only do they 
check for mismatched cases, but 
can also help to improve your 
writing by catching wordy 
phrases. At least, the ads say they 
do. 
Mailing List Programs 

For writing personal letters and 
occasional reports for school or 
work, a mailing list program is of 
little use. In my case, I at one 
time handled the correspondence 
for a loose organization of 
roughly 10 or 20 people. Even for 
a mailing list that small, the 



mailing list program that came 
with my system was a blessed 
relief from typing 15 envelopes 
by hand every month or so. And 
with the program's ability to 
merge names into different copies 
of a form letter, I could put out 
much more personalized letters 
with less effort and cost than just 
typing one letter by hand and get- 
ting it photocopied. 

If you don't need to write let- 
ters for a group, however, you 
may find the mailing list program 
to be a waste of money. Most 
mailing list makers interact with 
the word processor you have, and 
are often an extra-cost option to 
it. The system 1 bought came with 
mailing list facilities at no extra 
cost. Shop around if you expect 
to need a mailing list program.

Brian 
Lehrer was news director of 
WNOR in those days. He and I 
gathered up as many station 
people and stranded businessmen 
as we could find at the Holiday 
Inn and headed out on foot to 
opening night. 

A few minor spills on the way 
down Monticello Avenue 
brought our little Donner Party 
to the near empty theater. We 
stomped the snow clear from our 
boots, rubbed our red little heads 
together and took a complimen- 
tary glass of wine to warm up. 

The curtain was delayed a bit 
to allow patrons to arrive safely 
through the raging blizzard. 
Nearly two inches of snow had 
already fallen, enough to 
paralyze Tidewater. Another 
wine was in order as we thumbed 
through the programs. Seats were 
no problem. Due to the weather 
the house was less than a quarter 
full. 1 sat back and remembered 
the ol^ days when the theater was 
an art home, which in those days 
meant showing Brigitte Bardot 
films. Earlier than that I recalled 
seeing B westerns that were so 
bad even the drive-ins wouldn't 
run them. It did my heart good to 
see the old vaudeville theater 
back in use. 

A little more cheese and 
another wine made that rosy glow 

one associates with art ap- 
preciation even more possible. I 
was sorry for the small turnout 
but certainly enjoying myself. 
Finally the lights dimmed and the 
play was about to start. I felt a 
nudge against my leg. One of my 
fellow theater goers was passing a 
bottle of wine along the aisle. My 
first thought was of the days 
when the theater was down and 
out, a place where on might spot 
a wino or two.

Chablis, not 
Muscatel. The art boom had 
struck.

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Marine family opens 
arms to foster youth

TLE CREEK— Two-year-old 
Kenneth B. left home and his 
family in Virginia Beach recently, 
to live with his father, a Marine 
corporal stationed at Camp 
Lejeune, N.C. For nearly his en- 
tire life, Kenneth's home has 
been with another Marine's 
family, his foster family. 

Master Sgt. Harry Furr, now a 
supply instructor here, was 
stationed at Camp Lejeune when 
he and his wife Maria, met with 
social workers to discuss the 
possibilities of fostering Kenneth. 

Then three months old, Ken- 
neth was caught in the cross fire 
of his parents' marital 
separation. Social workers seized 
him from a home environment of 
neglect and physical abuse ap- 
parently inflicted by his niother 
and her boyfriend. Kenneth's 
father, a junior enlisted Marine, 
wanted his son but had to wait 
for the availability of government 
housing. Kenneth needtd a home. 

Recruiting potential foster 
families is a task for foster agen- 
cies within state social services 
departments. Foster parents 
provide all the emotional and 
physical needs of a child. The 
Foster Care Program in Virginia 
Beach, routinely handles about 
200 cases-victims of custody bat- 
tles, sexual or physical abuse and 
neglect. When the Furrs were 
transferred to Virginia Beach, a 
social worker from Foster Care 
was assigned to supervise the case 
for North Carolina. 

Supported by the state with a 
monthly allowance for expenses, 
Virginia pays foster parents $134 
for children of infant ages to 4 
years; $169 for children 5-12; and 
$214 for children 13 and older. 
Medical expenses are also 
provided. 

The Furr family passed back- 
ground and financial checks. 
Maria's housekeeping went under 
scrutiny by social workers con- 



ducting house inspections. And 
the entire household participated 
in personal interviews about 
fostering, including youngest 
child Regina, then five. 

Parents must provide their 
foster child with a bed and no less 
than 50 square feet, if the child is 
expected to share a room with 
another family member. Accor- 
ding to Gayle Simons, supervisor 
for Foster Care, many Navy 
families in the Tidewater area 
have met requirements and foster 
children. 

Furr said fostering was his 
family's way of sharing them- 
selves with others and even 
helping others. Fostering Ken- 
neth was carrying the Corps' 
popular saying, "Marines take 
care of their own," a step fur- 
ther. 

"A^ first I admit I didn't 
realize what we'd gottien bur- 
selves into," said the 38-y.ear-old 
Marine from Arlington, Va. "I 
suddenly had a^child with bruises 
on his head and face and who had 
nightmares every night for the 
first^ three months. I walked him 
through many nights, just 
holding him and talking to him. 
He was terrified of my oldest 
daughter, Susie (19) because she 
had blond hair. Kenney's mother 
had blond hair." 

Under their care, Kenneth 
became a normally-active, into- 
everything child. French fries, 
bread and chicken were tops 
among his list of favorite foods. 
And besides drawing and pain- 
ting everything in his sight, his 
favorite pastime was going 
"bye-bye" in the family truck. 

When Kenneth's father was 
ordered with his unit to Beirut, 
Lebanon, October 1983, a court 

decision granting legal custody 
of Kenneth to the Furrs was 
made. "His father refused to 
allow Kenney to go to anyone but 
us, so we got to keep him even 
longer than we'd ever expected," 
said Furr.

Fleas most common pet problem 
says AAHA veterinarian survey 



Fleas, allergies, and skin in- 
fections are the top three pro- 
blems pet owners are now facing, 
according to a newly completed 
survey of American Animal Hos- 
pital Association veterinarians. 

In announcing its findings, 
AAHA cautioned pet owners to 
be aware of the warning signs of 
these problems - excessive scra- 
tching, rubbing, or licking; a 
lusterless coat; unusual hair loss; 
and a skin or body odor. 

Owners can use a fast, easy 
flea test. Put the pet on white 
paper towels or an old sheet. 
Vigorously rub, brush, or comb 
against the lay of the hair near 
the tail. If any small black 
particles looking like ground 
pepper show up, put a few drops 
of water on them. If they dissdve 
into reddish-brown splotches 
("flea dirt"), it's probably time 
to do battle with fleas. 

Flea collars are of limited 
value, said veterinarians, since a 
flea only spends about 20 percent 
of its time on a dog or cat. It 
jumps (Ml for a meal and jumps 
off again when it's finished. 

Mr. & Mrs. Flea are hardy 
parasites and can produce an 
estimated 222 trillion relatives in 
their nine month lifetimes. Var- 
ious types are found as far north 
as the arctic as well as in 
equatorial jungles. Some can 
leap 15 to 36 inches high, the 
equivalent of a pers(Hi jumping 
over the Washington Monument! 

Adult fleas are a relatively 
easy targest while oti a pet ~ 
veterinarian-rfecommended dips, 
flea shampoo baths, sprays, and 
powders are very effective here. 
The problem is killing their small, 
tough, numerous eggs which 



develop into larvae, then form 
strong cocoons which yield new 
adults. The process takes two to 
four weeks and as little as 10 
days in warm, humid climates. 
These stages, which do nrt occur 
on the pet, are remarkably 
resistant to most flea conud 
attempts, TherefOTc, the trick is 
to treat the environment as well 
as the animal to breakthe pest's 
life cycle. 
How? AAHA offers these tips: 

- check with a veterinarian for 
advice on flea control, 

- have him or her professicmal- 
ly bathe or dip the pet, 

- thOToughly vacuum every 
area the pet frequents ~ and 
throw the bag away immediately 
(you dcHi't want a bag of fleas in 
the house in four weeks or less), ' 

- use household disinfectant on 
washable surfaces, 

- dust or spray cracks and 
crevices with a veterinarian- 
approved insecticide; spray or 
dust the yard too, if you have an 
outdoOT pet, 

- repeat the procedures every 
two to four weeks to break the 
fleas' life cycle. 

Allergies 

The veterinarians point out 
that scratching isn't necessarily a 
symptom of fleas ~ it could be 
ragweed, hay fever, ch- pollen 
allergy. The first signs of an 
allergic reaction are red spots or 
hives which cause intense itching 
which the pet will vigorously 
scratch and bite. Since this can 
easily lead to infecticm, it's 
important to get professional 
advice at once. 

Sldn infections 

Veterinarians also warned pet 
owners to be aware of potential 
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skin problems that crop up 
mostly in the Fall ~ bacterial 
infections (pus blisters and red, 
ulcerated skin are the first 
signs), changes and do not itch. 
Each can lead to serious infection 
and should be seen by a veter- 
inarian. 



cme tablespoon of cornstarch, 
lliis will make about eight 
teaspoons of baking powder. 
Bananas, Preserving - First, pieel 
them, then stand them on end in 
^a glass jar. Seal it thoroughly and 
^put it in the refrigerator. They'll 
keep for weeks. 

Bee Sting - Put a slice of raw 
onion directly onto the affected 
area and hold it on with tape or 
cloth. Or rub tobacco juice direct- 
ly onto the spot. 

Beef, Qeaning - Never use water 
to clean beef. It will toughen it 
and ruin the taste. The best thing 
to use is a soft cloth soaked in 
white vinegar. 

Beef, Keeping It Tender - Soak- 
ing it in equal parts of vinegar 



and water for ten minutes makes 
it lovely and tender. 

Beef, Stewed - A few small 
onions plus two teaspoons of 
brown sugar will improve the 
flavor. 

Beetles, Keeping Them Away - 
Sprinkle a mixture of three parts 
powdered bora|x and one part 
boric acid around the area, 
particularly along the floorboards 
and near doors. You might also 
try heaping a teaspoon in each 
corner of your room. 
Beets, Removing Skins Easily - 
Immediately after boiling them, 
place them on the end of a fork 
and dip them into very cdd 
water. The skin can be removed

Museum receives boost 
from Norfolk Foundation

A philosophy promoted by one 
Virginia Beach Council member 
as a way to make Council more 
effective barely had time to get 
off the ground before it was swat- 
ted down by the dissenters. 

Councilwoman Meyera Ober- 
ndorf brought back with her 
from a recent Virginia Municipal 
League Conference ideas on 
pulling together so that "Council 
could operate at the highest 
possible level in carrying out its 
responsibility to govern the 
municipal corporation." 

Mayor Harold Heischober 
made a concession to Oberndorf 
by allowing her to present her 
report Monday afternoon before 
the regular agenda items were 
considered. In the reorganization 
Heischobcr instituted when he 
was elected mayor the individual 
interests of Council members had 
been moved to the end of the 
regular meetings where as they 
had previously been discussed at 
an informal work session prior to 
the regular meeting. 

Following Oberndorf's presen- 
tation, a four-page prepared 
statement, discussion which en- 
sued finally led Mayor Heischober 
to remark, "Meyera, there goes 
your whole progrjute!" 

Shortly afterward. Council 
voted 8-2 to reinstate the agenda 
format established by 
Heischober-that is, reserve 
mayor Council commait for the 
end of the meeting along with

briefings and administrative 
agenda. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley especially had felt that the 
original format had allowed all 
members of council to have in- 
put. She claimed that Council 
had lost briefing time and reser- 
ving a few minutes at the end of a 
long and tiring session squelched 
participation by Council. She 
pointed out that Oberndorf's 
report was lost the previous week 
because of the format. This 
Monday the meeting, started at 2 
p.m. did not end until 9 p.m. 

Oberndorf, on the other hand, 
said that her report was not in- 
tended to inflame nor was it a 
pretense to be "a great peace-i, 
maker." * 

Her program centers on goal- 
setting and involves a certain 
amount of professional help in 
the form of a facilitator to help 
Council adopt a team concept 
emphasizing mutual support and 
interaction between the legislative 
body and the administrative 
staff. 

It was Oberndorf's contention 
that Council reacted to current 
situations instead of establishing 
long-range goals and demon- 
strating leadership. 

Oberndorf has often found 
herself in the minority, especially 
since this year's reorganization of 
Council when Council split 7-4 
on the election of mayor and vice 
mayor with Oberndorf on the 
losing side. Votes on a number of

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Move over Richmond 

This week's live telecast from the Pavilion of 
The Virginia Symphony should make loud and 
clear a message that has been emanating from 
Hampton Roads for the past several years. And 
that is that Hampton Roads takes a cultural back 
seat to no part of Virginia... the capital city in- 
cluded. 

For too long the residents of our area have had a 
cultural inferiority complex when it comes to art, 
music, drama and writing. Historically, art has 
come from changing circumstances, forged in the 
crucible of turmoil and growth. Our cities of Ham- 
pton Roads are undergoing that change on a day- 
to-day basis, and it has been reflected in the Ap- 
pearance of professional opera, theater, dance and 
pubHshing, all of which flourished in our area over 
the past decade. 

Local is a word that should be banned from the 
critic's vocabulary. Too often we hear of local ar- 
tists, local writers, local theater. Are not all ac- 
tivities localized somewhere? Are New York or 
Paris artists categorized as locals when they show in 
their hometowns? 

As in shown by the regional cooperation 
necessary to affect the success of the various 
cultural groups now on the scene, art knows no 
boundries, knows no localities. 

We in Hampton Roads should be proud of the 
efforts made by the many artists, technicians and 
businesspeople who work together to give our 
citizens a chance to grow internally while around us 
our community grows culturally.— S,M. 



Profligate pensions 

During its 39-year existence, the United Nations 
has managed to build a sprawling bureaucracy that 
is a world pacesetter in salaries and perks. The 
.UnitfidNations pays its civil servants top dollar and 
provides them with a pension prog^n t**^Vf^ ^^%^' 
vy of'most woi-kers around tTie "world. Urtfbr- 
tunately, such generosity is underwritten by the 
world's taxpayers, and particularly Americans, 
who foot 25 percent of all U.N. expenses. 

In 1982, the United Nations Joint Pension Fund 
spent $250 million on benefit payments to 6,515 
beneficiaries. 

According to a recent Heritage Foundation 
report, the U.N. pension plan makes the U.S. 
government's generous retirement program appear 
miserly by comparison. An accountant, for exam- 
ple, working for the federal government at a GS-12 
civil service grade, will receive an annual pension of 
$18,000 after 35 years of service. His counterpart in 
the United Nations will collect $33,000 for the same 
length of service. A U.S. government engineer with 
a GS-13 ranking will receive a pension of $21,732 
for 35 years of service, while his U.N. equivalent 
gets $40,000. 

Moreover, United Nations employees can look 
forward to astonishing cash rewards for their terms 
of service. After 30 years, a U.N. accountant is 
eligible for a lump sum of $184,500. And an under- 
secretary general with similar service receives a 
$343,500 farewell. 

The irony, of course, is that the United Nations' 
overstaffed and underworked bureaucracy is 
generally considered to be a model of inefficiency. 
This is all the more reason that Congress should 
Umit U.S. contributions to the U.N.'s profligate 
pension fund to a level that would provide 
retirement benefits that are no more generous than 
those received by U.S. civil servants. 

A bad example 

The United States is setting a horrid— and hazar- 
dous—example for the rest of the world. That is a 
blunt translation of the more elegantly phrased 
message from Jacques de Laosiere, managing 
director of the International Monetary Fund. 

The United States sometimes lectures developing 
countries on the need for domestic austerity. The 
advice isn't wrong, but the Unitwl States should 
match words with deeds. Unfortunately, 
Americans have allowed their stupendous federal 
budget deficit to swell. The neglect not only casts a 
shadow over the nation's economic health but also 
undercuts fiscal prudence on an international scale.

I. AoimrarWMkins, iflffloral and ethical to 
advise a young Navy wif^ to pursue a lifestyle 
when she has absolutely no legal guarantee (if she 
is divorced after many years of service as a Navy 



wife) that she will reap any of the fruits of a 
lifetime of labor as a Navy wife, especially when it 
is remembered (hat the military divorce rate is now 
about three out of four? 

2. Admiral Watkins, do you believe that 
Congress should pass a law which would give 
military wives legal protection equal to that which 
it has already given foreign Service and CIA 
wives? Specifically, do you favor a Congressional 
statute that would give a military wife a presum- 
ption to entitlement to a pro-rata share of the pen- 
sion and Survivors Annuity (SBP) after ten years 
of marriage? 

If Admiral Watkins answers "yes" to the latter 
question, I feel he has a moral duty to recommend 
that law to Congress.

The product was so cheap 
in those days (15« for burgers and 
the same for an order of fries) 
that we were given free food all 
day long. 

It took me ten years to lose the 
extra pounds that job put on me. 

So here 1 am, several jobs later, 
completing the circle, taking a 
stint as a ringer on the burger line 
once again. I hope that faithful 
readers will come out and say 
hello this Friday, buy a burger 
and keep the mayor and I 
working... and keep me away 
from those fries. After all, I'm 
not seventeen years old any more.

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City looks out 
for employee health 



VIRGINIA BEACH - Thetity 
of Virginia Beach recently 
open**^ if« Miinicinal Walking 
Path for city employees. The iMth 
was developed and initiated for 
employees in conjunction with 
the City's development of a 
Wellness Program. The Depar- 
tments of Public Works and 
General Services mapped out an 
.85 mile and 1.10 mile route 
around the municipal complex. 

City Manager Thomas 
Muehlenbeck and City employee 
Dave McDonaldi president of 
Tidewater Striders, opened 
the program relating an 
organization's health to that of 
its employees. Muehlenbeck and 
McDonald cut the shoe laced rib- 
bon signifying the opening of the 
path. Taking the inaugural walk, 
Muehlenbeck and McDonald, 
joined^WtW Department Direc- 
tors arid Council persons to com- 
plete the walk to the "Thirst-Aid 
Station." 

The Wellness Program began 
when a group of employees 
suggested a program be 
developed using existing services 
within the departments. 
Muehlenbeck designated a 
Committee to investigate possible 
services for such a program. Af- 
ter consideration of employee 
and department interests, a coor- 
dinator was appointed to 
organize the program. A series of 
lunchtime lectures were begun 
and a special issue of the em- 
ployee newsletter was developed 
(BODYTALK), to focus on total 
wellness. An employee developed 
a logo to exemplify the physical, 
psychological and emotional 
aspects of wellness. 

Since the first series of 
programs (August 21), five lun- 
chtime sessions have been held. 
The Wellness program has ex- 
panded to include beginning 



aerobic and weight control 
programs and an employee night 
at a local skating center. 
Arrangements are also underway 
for the use of bicycles to be used 
on the walking path by employees 
during lunch. 

Over 175 employees have taken 
advantage of the lunchtime 
programs. Others have added 
walking to their leisure activities. 
Walking is an excellent choice for 
activity.

Governor's board votes 
to thank Mr. Robb 



VIRGINIA BEACH— At its 
September meeting in Virginia 
Beach, the Governor's Advisory 
Board on Aging voted 
unanimously to send Governor 
Charles S. Robb a letter ex- 
pressing appreciation for the 
work of the Virginia Medical 
Assistance Program (Medicaid). 

The Medicaid Program, ad- 
ministered by Virginia's Depar- 
tment of Health, was commen- 
ded for its excellent work on 
behalf of both indigent and older 
Virginians. 

The Board stated that the 
Medicaid Program has been ef- 
ficient, timely, and humanistic in 
preparing and operating a per- 
sonal care services component 
under a wavier from the Federal 
government. This wavier has 
allowed the Health Department 
to use Medicaid funds to help 



Virginians who would qualify for 
care in nursing home to remain at 
home. 

Virginia's waivercd personal 
care services program has been a 
model which other states have 
copied when they approach the 
Federal government for a similar 
waiver in the Medicaid rules and 
regulations. 

The Governor's Advisory 
Board on Aging also encouraged 
the Health Department to move 
ahead with plans to apply for 
Federal waivers to pay for ser- 
vices to the mentally ill and men- 
tally retarded as well as for adult 
day care services for older 
Virginians. Board members ap- 
plauded these efforts to use 
existing Medicaid funds to avoid 
the inappropriate institutionali- 
zation of Virginia's citizens.

JBAscuits - Any biscuit mixture 
i((dll improve simply by icneading 
i^ dough for one minute after 
normal mixing. 

Ilbscuit Divider - After Icneading 
rolling the dough, press a 
tvider from an ice cube tray into 
dough. About one-half way 
is ^lar enough. 
the biscuits will 
separate easily. 

Blackbbard Eraser, Substitution - 
A clean old powder puff is 
excellent for the task and it's 
easily washed when soiled. 
Blackheads, Removing - If you 
suffer from blackheads, pimples, 
shaving rash, try rubbing half a 
fresh, raw potato on the affected 
area. The juice of the potato 
rubbed regularly on the spots 
seem to work. 

Bleach, Substitution - If washing 
clothes by hand, a half cup of 
turpentine or kerosene added to 
very hot water is a good bleach- 
ing substitute. 

Blind B«l - Those nasty little red 
lumps will quickly disappear if 
rubbed with half a fresh lemon. 
Rub the pulp directly onto the 
red area. 

Solution 
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Blood Stains, ftemovlBg - If the 

stain is fresh (moist), run it under 
the cold water tap and, as the 
water runs through the cloth, 
work it between the fingers. 

Note: Never use hot water. If the 
blood stain is hard and dry, soak 
it in odd water to whic^you have 
added one teaspoon of baking 
soda. Soak for at least one hour, 
working the material between the 
fmgers from time to time. Now, 
wash in the usual way. Note: A 
touch of bleach will finish the job 
if a dark spot remains. Then hang 
the item in the sunshine. 

If the stain is dry and black, soak 
it in one gallon of lukewarm 
water to which you've added one- 
half cup of ammonia. After 
thirty minutes, remove and wash 
in warm, soapy water. Still 
another method is to wet the stain 
with cold water, then sprinkle 
meat tenderizer onto the 
material, working it between the 
fingers for three to five minutes. 
Then wash the item in cold, sudsy 
water. 

Boilovers, On The Stove Or In 
The Oven - Cover the boilover 
immediately with salt. It stops the 
smoking right away It also 
removes all unpleasant odors and 
is much easier to clean of.

In 1810, Crown Prince Ludwig 
of Bavaria celebrated his engage- 
ment with a one-day party in an 
open meadow, inviting the local 
gentry as guests. For the coup- 
le's first anniversary, the cele- 
bration was extended to three 
days, and to a week on their 
second anniversary. 

Today, Oktoberfest in Munich 
is a world-renowned festival over 
two weeks long, and other Bav- 
arian towns and villages have 
their own smaller versions. The 
future king couldn't have gues- 
sed, nearly 175 years ago, that 
his engagement to Princess Te- 
resa would be celebrated year- 
round on this side of the Atlantic, 
at Busch Gardens, The CMd 
Country, in Williamsburg, Va. 

Not only is there an Oktober- 
fest section in the 360-acre 
European-themed park: it also 
has the 2,000-seat Das Festhaus, 
which captures the spirit of 
Germany with its Bavarian brass 
"oompah" band, "Schuhplat- 
tler" folk dancers and German 
food and drink. 

As hundreds of thousands of 
park visitors have found this 
festival hall is a good place to 
rest frc»n other Busch Gardens 
attractions and have a revising 
good time in authentic CHaober- 
fest style, with sing-alongs Ger- 
man toasts and rdlicking pdkas . 

That was the goal of Busch 
Gardens Oktoberfest planners 
when the site was under ccmstru- 
cticHi, nine years ago. 

"In 1975, four of us took a trip 
to Oktoberfest in Munich," says 
Joseph G. Peczi, entertainment 



director for Busch Entertainment 
Corporation. "We phot (graphed 
everything there, and we were 
really enamoured with one of the 
big beer halls in particular. It had 
painted scenery, and looked like 
a site in a Bavarian village." 

In Munich, brewers set up 
enormous tents with wooden 
sides and canvas tops, which 
accommodate between 5,000- 
10,000 revelers. Busch GardenV 
Das Festhaus, the largest of its 
kind in America, is a tribute to 
these massive, beautifully decor- 
ated beer halls. However, one 
thing is very different: the enter- 
tainment within it. 

Says Peczi, "Shows over there 
are oompah bands, and the 
people in the halls furnish their 
own entertainment. They sing 
like crazy, dance on the tables, 
and lock arms and sing, swaying 
back and forth. 

We wanted shows with 'Schu- 
hplatter' dancers (costumed Ger- 
map folk dancers), so we came 
up with a stage design that let 
the band and dancers occupy the 
same space." 

The unique stage in the center 
of Das Festhaus features a 
hydraulic lift, so band members 
marching in are lifted up on their 
own stage, and dancers perform 
on the stage underneath. 

Chitside, rides like "Der Wir- 
belwind" wave swing ride and 
"EXe Schwartze Spinne" spider 
ride are linked in spirit to another 
Oktoberfest tradition. In Munich, 
Eur<^an ride manufacturers 
premiere their new rides and 
sh(nivcase them at Oktoberfest.

Home buyers and brokers now 
accepting adjustable rate mortgages 




Familiarity is breeding accep- 
tance as home buyers and real 
estate brokers across the nation 
are coming to terms with ad- 
justable rate mortgages, accor- 
ding to a survey of real estate 
brokers conducted by Opinion 
Research of St. Louis. 

In the South, adjustable rate 
mortgages are increasingly a fac- 
tor in markets with homes under 
$75,000. Throughout the nation, 
as in the South, brokers say caps 
are a key ingredient in the trend. 

"Caps on adjustable rate mor- 



tgages have made the difference 
in home buyers' willingness to 
use this relatively new financial 
tool," said Ed Gresham, 
president of ERA Real Estate. 

I ?'Caps impose an element of 

control on the anticipated mor- 
tgage payments, despite the 
potential for annual adjust- 
ment." 

Eighty-three percent of the 
brokers surveyed nationwide 
believe the current trend is 
toward variable rate financing 
and even more (89 percent) share 
this view in the South. 

While adjustable rate mor- 
tgages may be widely accepted, it 
is one of the least understood 
aspects of home financing, 
brokers said. 

Other findings include: 
• Few first-time home buyers un- 



derstand what they can 
realistically afford to pay for a 
house. 

• Home buyers appear to be in- 
creasingly responsive to changes 
in mortgage rates. While home 
buying traditionally has been a 
seasonal occupation, peaking in 
spring and autumn months, 
about 60 percent of brokers sur- 
veyed said a half-point drop in 
mortgage rates spurs an increase 
in the number of inquiries from 
home buyers. 

More than three-fourths of 
brokers believe that election-year 
politics have an impact on what 
happens to interest rates and a 
majority predict that interest 
rates will decrease before the 
presidential election. About 46 
percent predict rates will rise 
again after the election.

reappear again until much later. 
Attempting to follow and disen- 
tangle thirty-four different yet in- 
terconnected characters and plot- 
lines requires either a supurb 
memory or a well-programmed 
computer. 

Price describes his style as "free 
floating irony" and it is this sub- 
tle humor that helps hold the en- 
tire situation together. At times, 
however, it is so understated ^that 
it is difficult to determine\ if 
Price is serious, or is viewing tW 
unfolding developments with a 
wry and somewhat cynical eye. 

According to Price "language 
is an important part of the 
pleasure of reading this book." 
He states that it was "written 
randomly." Each chapter began 
with a word selected at random 
from a thesaurus, a sentence was 
created using that word, the next 
sentence grew from that and so 
on. This technique led to some 
unique opening sentences. "Soft- 
spoken, the wind as it moved 
along the streets of San Fran- 
cisco, speaking softly with the 
few people it liked, moving 
steadily toward the river and the 
high bridge, moving on through 
the prickly masts of ships, one all 
the way from Singapore." 

This book is by no means a 
typical romance, or adventure or 
mystery novel, although elements 
of all of these appear. It will ap- 
peal primarily to readers who en- 
joy subtle humor, an interesting 
style and who are not afraid of 
working hard for their enter- 
tainment . — Lohman

The Virginia Beach Police 
Department offers the following 
safety suggestions and rules for 
children and adults at Halloween: 
Safety tips for children 

•Only children age 12 and un- 
der are allowed to trick or treat in 
Virginia Beach (City Code 23-3). 
Persons over 12 years of age may 
accompany younger children as 
their escort or chaperone, but 
may not engage in trick or treat 
activities. 

•Start trick or treating eariy 
while it is still light outside. You 
are not allowed to trick or treat 
after 9 p.m. in Virginia Beach 
(City Code 23-3). 

•Wear make-up on your face 
instead of a mask. Masks often 
obscure vision. 

•Wear reflective tape on your 
costume so others, especially 
drivers, can see you better. 

•Carry a flashlight to help see 
curbs, bushes and porch steps. 

•Stay on the sidewalk when- 
ever possible. 

•Cross the street only at cor- 
ners and only after looking both 
ways. 

•Trick or treat only at homes 
" with the porch lights on. 

•Never enter a strange house, 
even if cncouragwl by the owner. 

•Follow the pre^rribed route 
your parents have chos«». 

•Wait until your parents have 
inspectKl your candy before you 
eat any of it. 

•If anything suspicious occurs 
while trick or treaUng return 
home immediately or swk the aid 
of an adult. 



•Never take short cuts through 
parks, vacant lots or construction 
areas. 

•Avoid wearing loose bulky 
costumes or unsafe shoes because 
they could easily trip you or catch 
fire if near candle-lit pumpkins. 

•If not accompanied by an 
adult, walk with several friends 
and stay as a group. 
Safety tips for 
parents and adults 

•Explain the curfew and age 
limitations to your children. 

•Discuss and help plan your 
child's activities. 

•Know what route they will 
follow, what companions or 
supervisors will be present and 
what time they are expected 
home. 

•Insist that treats brought 
home must be inspected prior to 
being eaten. Discard any un- 
packaged items such as popcorn 
or peanuts and discard candi« 
with loose or torn wrappings.

It is inconceivable that in this day and time a man 
who is visually impaired, accompanied by his 
leader dog, would be denied the right to eat in a 
restaurant. It would seem archaic that in 1984, af- 
ter so many court cases and so much in the way of 
educating the public regarding the rights of the 
handicapped that someone might be turned away 
from a public place due to thier need for visual 
support from a trained animal. 

But that is exactly what happened recently in 
the case of Ronald Mitchell, his wife Darla and 
their leader dog Pabst. It seems Mr. Mitchell, who, 
according to reports, has been blind all of his life, 
attempted to eat in the Zero's Mr. Submarine 
restaurant located in the College Park shopping 
center, only to be refused service because he and his 
wife had brought the dog Pabst with them . 

It has been common practice for decades for 
leader dogs to be allowed into most places where 
pets cannot go. The leader dog is a part of the han- 
dicapped person, in that the animal serves as an aid 
to that person's guidance system, in effect as the 
eyes so desperately needed in a fast moving world. 

As a result of a Zero's supervisor's decision to 
refuse service to the couple, the case came to a 
Virginia Beach courtroom where Mr. Mitchell's 
right to be served was reaffirmed, and rightfully so. 

Mr. Mitchell was quoted by th^, Norfolk 
newspapers as having said it makes him "feel like 
trash" when he is refused service as a result of his 
handicap. 

Hopefully the folks at Zero's have learned their 
lesson, and hopefully others who are placed in the 
decisionmaking process when it comes to dealing 
with those who must use a wheelchair, cane or 
seeing eye dog, will use their eyes, mind and heart 
when confronted with a like situation. 

Ignorance is no excuse for hurting a fellow 
human being.— S.M. 

To vote or not? 

The time draws near for citizens of this nation to 
step forward and cast their vote for electors 
pledged to a candidate for president of the United 
States.

Pruning profession 

The best way to improve the public schools is to 
ensure that teachers know their subjects and that 
they know how to teach them. Thus, we are en- 
couraged that the Policy Analysis for California 
Education (PACE) is recommending the state 
change its method of granting teaching credentials 
in order to attract more talented persons into the 
profession. 

Heretofore, the profession has been open to just 
about any college graduate who completes the 
requisite number of education courses to secure a 
teaching credential. 

PACE also proposed to transfer control over 
who becomes a teacher from the teachers' colleges 
to a prof^sional standards board similar to those 
that license accountants, lawyers and doctors. Such 
a change, PACE assets, would enhance public 
resp«:t and support for the teaching profession, 
which is essential if teachers' salaries are to be 
competitive with other professions. 

We're not so sure about that, but we think the 
concept of an independent examing board for 
U^^tx% has sufficient promise to be tried. That 
idea and PACE'S two-staged credentialing 
propcsal indicate a robust impulse for specific 
reform that is long overdue.— C.E.C. 
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Farmers take notice 



Editor, Virginia Beach Sun: 

Final steps are being taken to start processing 
applications for restructuring farm debts under 
the farm credit initiatives announced recently by 
President Reagan. 

In fact, I have already directed that loan reviews 
be started as a first step in helping farmers who 
find themselves in severe economic difficulty 
through no fault of their own. Regular loan 
reviews are conducted to determine whether a 
borrower is showing progress in the farming 
operation. 

An important part of this year's review is to 
determine which farmers would be eligible for 
assistance under the restructuring plan. 

The plan announced by the President provides 
two alternative forms of assistance for those far- 
mers. In both cases, the goal is to restore the far- 
mer to a positive cash flow situation. ; 

How would the plan work? 



For a farmer with an FmHA loan, the agency 
can set aside up to 25 percent of the principal and 
interest-to a maximum of $200,000~for five 
years. There would be no interest charged on the 
amount set aside. 

For a farmer with a loan from a commercial 
lender, FmHA can guarantee a new loan if the 
lender will write down the existing loan at least 10 
percent, up to the amount necessary to restore a 
positive cash flow. 

Farmers with FmHA loans who think they 
might qualify for alssistance under the restruc- 
turing plan should discuss it with the FmHA 
County Supervisor when the review is conducted. 

Other farmers should discuss their situation 
with their lenders before contacting FmHA.

Re recent press criticism that Edythe Harrison's 
campaign is lackluster, I want to know where the 
old Edie Harrison is.

1. If a military couple divorce, should all assets 
of the marriage be divided equally? Specifically, 
do you favor federal legislation to give a military 
wife a pro-rata share of the commonly earned 
pension, based on number of years of service? 

2. Should the widow's annuity go, by law, to the 
woman who earned it? Or should it be left up to 
the military husband, or a second spouse, to 



decide who should get it, as would be the case if 
President Reagan's plan is enacted. 

3. There are women (already divorced) who ser- 
ved long years as a military wife who have been 
cheated out of their share of the pension by bad 
laws, shouldn't they be allowed to reopen their 
divorce cases in order to recover their part of the 
commonly earned pension? Legal precedents say 
they can. Recent California legislation and a 
Congressional study recommend this in the public 
interest, and the new equitable distribution divor- 
ce laws - all of which are 'retroactive.' (They man- 
date the division of property acquired before 
passage of new laws). 

As a cheated military wife, I would like a 
straight, clear answer from both candidates l)efore 
I enter the polling booth in November.

The mention of mathematics 
seems more likely to recall drearyj 
days of chalkboard dust and en- 
dless columns of problems than 
to provide background for m ex- 
citing adventure.

Professors in a school 
where Yendred contemplates 
staying suggest scientific prin- 
ciples that would work in their 
universe. Fortunately, the book is 
plentifully illustrated, allowing 
the reader to work out just how 
things operate. 

The Planiverse would make a 
wonderful Christmas present for 
anyone who enjoys working out 
intellectual puzzles. It can serve 
as a jumping-off-spot for 
developing even more workable 
two-dimensional models. The 
author's two-dimensional clock is 
a marvel.

Four parcels, described as

Virginia Beach City Council 
Monday evening by a vote of 6-5 
approved the rezoning of the par- 
cels totalling 18.108 acres from 
agricultural use to R-8 Residen- 
tial. 

Grover Wright, attorney for 
the applicant, said that a total of 
70 units will be built on the four 
parcels. 

Sheridan Barber, president of 
the Red Mill Farms Civic League 
and chairman of the Courthouse 
Coalition of Civic Leagues, op- 
posed the application. He said' 
the road system was inadequate 
and that the Back Bay Watershed 
Study suggests the Green Line 
(dividing rural from residential 
uses) be moved north to Old Dam 
Neck Road which would include 
these parcels. 

Wright said Uiat most of the 
adjoining property is R-8 with a 
PD-H2 overlay and that the 
requested rezoning was only 
logical. He said that it was safer 
to go by the already-adopted 
Comprehensive plan than on the 
proposed Comprehensive plan. 

McClanan said she agreed with 

Wright's reasoning, but that she 
had voted against the rezonings 
of the rest of the Farm he quested 
by Developer R. G. Moore and 
would remain consistent. 

The property, which Wright 
said are the last remaining parcels 
on the Malbon Farm, is located 
on the south side of Old Dam 
Neck Road and the north side of 
Culver Lane.

Virginia Beach City Council 
members have noted that the city 
was losing income because it has 
no Redevelopment and Housing 
Authority. 

Because no authority exists in 
the city, special revenue bonds 
for development in Virginia 
Beach have to be issued by other 
cities which do have authorities. 

Councilman Robert G. Jones 
found out, on inquiry, that the 
city of Hampton will feceive one 
half of one percent for the $22.5 
million in bonds issued through 
their authority. The projects in- 
clude the Mayflower Seaside 



Tower Associations, $17 million, 
and the Windsor Holland 
Properties, $5.5 million. The 
Newport News Redevelopment 
and Housing Authority will also 
receive a similar amount for 
issuing bonds for Lisa Square 
Apartments, $1.8 million. 

Councilman Robert Fentress 
remarked, "We're losing that in- 
come to our city." 

Council approved by a vote of 
8-2 last week the issuance of the 
bonds in all three cases. Dissen- 
ting were Councilmen J. Jack 
Jennings Jr. and R. Jones.

dusing starts to staBuize for rest of 1984

WASHINGTON, D.C. - New 
housing construction should 
coast along in the 1.5 to 1.6 
million annual starts range for 
the remainder of 1984, according 
to Pete Herder, president of the 
National Association of Home 
Builders. 

"The upturn in construction 
reported today by the Commerce 



Department was more or less ex- 
pected," Herder said. New 
housing units were started at a 
seasonally adjusted annual rate 
of 1.67 million during Septem- 
ber, up 9 percent from the 
previous month and about the 
same rate as reported for Sep- 
tember 1983. 

"Inflation remains under con- 
trol, credit demands are down as 



Bill seeks to defuse real estate controversy. 



New legislation introducted on 
Capitol Hill last week could be 
the key to defusing a major real 
estate controversy created by the 
1984 tax -reform act. 

A bill sponsored by Rep.

Robert Matsui (D-Calif.) and 16 
other members of the tax-writing 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee would allow for more cut-rate 
seller-financing homes, invest- 
ment properties and farms next 
year than would the massive $50 
billion federal package signed in- 
to law July 18. 

Under Matsui 's proposal, most 
small-scale residential and 
business-related real estate tran- 
sactions would escape the com- 
plex new federal-tax net on "im- 
puted interest" rate. 

Specifically, the bill would 
allow: 

- Sellers and purchasers of any 



residential property carrying a 
sale price under $250,000 to 
negotiate discount-rate financing 
terms between themselves 
without worrying much about 
Uncle Sam. As long as the con- 
tract rate on a seller-financed 
mortgage was at least 9 percent, 
the deal wouldn't trigger red 
lights at the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

- Sellers and purchasers of any 
investment, commercial or 
business property selling for un- 
der $500,000 similar freedom 
from Uncle Sam. Farms costing 
less than $1 million would also be 
able to use the 9 percent 
minimum seller-finaning interest 
rate. 

The Matsui bill seeks to 
remedy what he and many other 
members of Congress now con- 
cede to be a serious flaw in 
Capitol Hill's 1984 tax-bill 
package. Under the provisions of 
the new law, seller -assisted finan- 
cing of thousands of properties 
would be rendered 

uneconomical, beginning next 
Jan. 1, The law requires that 
seller-financed mortgages on all 
but principal residence under 



$250,000 carry minimum rates of 
interest that exceed the rates paid 
by the federal government when 
it borrows money. 

The contract rate for seller 
mortgages will have to be 110 
percent of the rate on Treasury 
notes or bonds of comparable 
maturities. If a seller-financed 
loan doesn't carry at least the 1 1 
percent rate, then the IRS will 
"impute" the rate to be 120 per- 
cent. 

Under current (pre- 1984 tax 



act) federal rules, your transac- 
tion is fine. As long as the con- 
tract rate is above 9 percent, the 
IRS keeps its nose out of the deal. 
Next January, however, the 
story would be different. The IRS 
would look at your 11 percent 
rate and be able to say it's ar- 
tifiially low. It would point to teh 
1984 tax law's requirement that 
the rate be 1 10 percent of the six- 
month average of long-term 
Treasury securities (currently 
about 13 percent). Your 
"correct" rate on the note, the 



IRS would say, should be 14.3 
percent (110 percent of 13 per- 
cent). 

The fact that you didn't ac- 
tually receive interest payments at 
15.6 percent wouldn't trouble the 
IRS. It would levy your regular 
rates on interest at that level, and 
probably hit you with penalties 
for not having paid the "Right" 
taxes in the first place. 



the expansion slows, and the 
Federal Reserve has eased its foot 
off the monetary brakes, " Her- 
der said. "Consequently, interest 
rates are edging down a bit, im- 
proving slightly market con- 
ditions for building and selling 
homes. We should be able to 
keep housing in the 1.5 to 1.6 
million starts range for the rest of 
the year." 

However, Herder warned, the 
outlook for 1985 is still uncer- 
tain. "Projected federal deficits 
could exert upward pressure on 
interest rates in early 1985, 
slowing both home sales and new 
construction," he said. To avoid 
such a development, he added, 
the Congress and the Ad- 
ministration must reach an 
agreement ona bipartisan plan to 
cut the deficit early next year. 

During the first nine months of 
1984, 1,370,200 new housing 
units were actually started, up 5.4 
percent from 1983.

VIRGINIA BEACH— The 
Cashvan Arabian Horse Farms 
will hold a dedication-open house 
at its newly expanded facilities on 
October 27 and 28 from 10 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. The expansion of these 
facilities will be a living memorial 
to its founder. Herb Cashvan, 
who became a legend in the 
Arabian horse world before his 
death in 1982. The two day event, 
open to the general public, will 
feature tours of the new facilities 
and grounds, performance 
exhibitions by Cashvan Arabians 
and many famous guest stallions, 
an equine art and sculpture 
exhibit, horse and buggy rides, 
entertainment, and refreshments. 
Beginning in 1970 with an 
• original stock of approximately 
six Arabian mares purchased 
from a breeder in Charlottesville, 
Herb Cishvan began the develop- 
ment of Cashvan Arabian Farms. 
Through additional purchases 
; and by the breeding of his own, 
his stock increased to an excess of 
' 100 horses by 1977. As the result 
of two innovative and extremely 
successful auctions (unusual to 
this part of the country) which 
were attended by more than 8,000 
persons from all over the coun- 
try, the stock of Cashvan 
Arabians was reduced io ap- 
proximately 40 horses. Herbert 
Cashvan had established a new 
image for the tourist city of Vir- 
ginia Beach, that of "Arabian 
country." 

Today's stock consists of ap- 
proximately 55 horses, many of 
whom hold some of the highest 
awards in the horse world. Jerry 
Modlin, notwithstanding his 
young age, is recognized as one 
of the foremost trainers in the 
country. The result of Modlin's 
training ability is quite evident by 
the impressive number of ribbons 
which represent many regional 
and national championships, 
reserve championships, and other 
victories won all over the coun- 

! try. 

In addition to the successes in 
the show ring, the other 
: trademark of the Cashvan 
Arabian is their gentle tempera- 
ment and good manners. 
Numerous visitors to the farm 
have marveled at the friendliness 
i of even the youngest foal, who 
; more often than not, will nestle 
up to you when approached in 
. the pasture. (The farm is open 
j daily to visitors... making it one 
i of Virginia Beach's lesser known, 
j but more unusual tourist attrac- 
I tions.) "Arabians are loveable, 
j raceable, showable and manage- 
i able", said Modlin "they give a 



lot of love back." 

Among the more notable 
visitor-observers to Cashvan 
Arabians have been actor Lome 
Greene, actor-producer ("The 
Graduate," "Annie", "Hurly- 
Burly") Mike Nichols, singer 
Wayne Newton, Minister of 
Defense of the State of Israel, 
General Barlev, and opera singer 
Luciano Pavarotti. Numerous 
national and international 
Arabian owners or those in- 
terested in Arabian horses still 
visit Cashvan Arabians for the 
purpose of learning and of obser- 
ving the techniques initiated by 
Herb Cashvan and continued by 
Modlin. 

On the international scene. 
Herb Cashvan traveled exten- 
sively throughout the world 
buying horses and promoting the 
Arabian breed. He was respon- 
sible for developing and equip- 
ping, with the most modern 
equipment available, the Cash- 
van Equine Clinic on the campus 
of Ben-Gurion University of the 
Negev in Beer Sheva, Israel. This 
clinic is the only facility in the 
Middle East which provides full 
veterinarian services to horses, 
camels and other large animals. 
Although he never lived to see its 
completion, Cashvan' s partner 
and dose personal friend,' Jay 
Wilks, traveled to Israel for its 
dedication and completion. 

The initiation of the program 
known as the "King Solomon 
Project" arranged for a string of 
brood mares and one or more 
stallions, enabling the State of 
Israel, through the facilities of 
the newly constructed Cashvan 
Center, to evolve an Israeli breed 
of Arabian horses and re- 
establish the Arabian breed in 
Israel.

The Virginia Beach City Coun- 
cil is making up its annual in- 
time-for-Christmas list to send to 
its own Santa Claus -- the 
Virginia General Assembly. 

Knowing that the General 
Assembly isn't the ideal Santa 
Claus, local legislators try to be 
reasonable in their approach but 
try as they might, the list grows. 

This year is no exception. 

Assistant to the City Manager 
David Grochmal recently presen- 
ted the Council with possible 
items which could be considered 
tir Virginia Beach's WSS 
legislative ]»ckage - or the wish 
list. He listed four proposals as 
first priorities. Council added 
another. He also listed ten 
more under second priorities to 
which Council Added others after 
removing the one to the top 
priority list. 



Some years the numbers of 
proposals have gone far into the 
twenties, and often the list in- 
cludes proposals of years past. 
Occasionally the Beach gives up 
and takes an old proposal off the 
list. 

That was the case w^th the 
proposal to require pick-up 
trucks to use tarps. Councilman 
H. Jack Jennings Jr., who missed 
seeing his favorite proposal on 
the Ust, asked that it be put back 
on. He said just recently on 
Route 44, three dump trucks 
passed him at 55-65 mph and 
sandblasted his brand new white 
Buick station wagon. "I know- 
it's difficult," he said, "but if we 
persist, perhaps one of these days 
we'll get lucky."

A plan to revitalize the Virginia 
Beach resort area which 
ultimately calls for the establish- 
ment of a fuU-timc resort area 
advisory commission has been 
released by the Virginia Beach 
Resort Area Advisory Com- 
mission after Jive months of 
work. V * 

The commission of 18 mem- 
bers, appointed by City Council 
May 21, is headed by Timothy E. 
Barrow, a planner, who presen- 
ted the {dan Monday evening at a 
5 p.m. briefing session. 

The report recognizes the 
declining appeal of the Beach as 
a resort destination but finds that 
the potential to gain preeminence 
as a resort is present. 



The report centers on a "vision 
of the future of Virginia Beach as 
a resort city" and recommends 
some immediate steps that can be 
taken towards revitalization, as 
well as long-range goals. 

Included in the "vision" are a 
"people place" in the resort cen- 
ter, a series of well-designed 
jiublic beaches on the AtUintic 
OietMa^ awl Ch^iyMake Bay, an 
ocean parkway linking major 
recreational attractions; new golf 
courses and marines; an arts and 
crafts center for working artists; 
Camp Pendleton as a planned 
resort rivaling the best on the 
East Coast; a widened beach and 
boardwalk; tourist information 
and reservation centers and lan- 
dscaped highway approaches to 
the city's resort areas. 



Under the plan, the Com- 
mission would continue to fun- 
ction, specifically to evaluate the

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS 

TO THE CONSTITUTION 

OF VIRGINIA 

BALLOT QUESTIONS, November 6, 1984 

QUESTION 1: 

Shall the Constitution of Virginia be amended so that mem- 
bers of local governing bodies can be elected or appomted to 
vacancies in the office of mayor or board chairman? 

If a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor or board chair- 
man, the council or board usually has the power to appomt 
someone to fill the vacancy until another election is held. Sec- 
tion 6 of Article VII of the Constitution of Virginia presently 
provides that a local governing body, with some exceptions, 
cannot elect or appoint one of its own members to any other 
office during the term of office to which that person was elec- 
Jed or appointed to the governing body. The position of 
mayor or board chairman is considered a separate office from 
that of regular councilman or supervisor if the mayor or 
chairman is separately elected by the voters. In that case, un- 
der the Constitution, the council or board of supervisors can- 
not now appoint one of its own members to fill the vacancy m 
the office of mayor or board chairman but must select 
someone not serving on the council or board. 

This proposed amendment will permit the General Assem- 
bly to provide by general law or local charter that a member 
of the local governing body would be eligible to be appointed 
to fill a vacancy in the office of mayor or board chairman. 
The amendment does not automatically change these 
provisions with regard to vacancies. Rather, it adds per- 
missive language which will allow the General Assembly to 
pass such legislation if it chooses to do so. 

The proposed amendment would affect only those 
municipalities and counties in which the mayor or board 
chairman is separately elected by the voters. It would not af- 
fect municipalities and counties where the newly elected 
council or board of supervisors selects one of its members to 
serve as mayor or board chairman since they are not now 
prohibited from naming one of their members as mayor or 
chairman in case of a vacancy. Several cities and most towns 
separately elect the mayor but only one or two counties 
presently select a board chairman by direct popular vote. 

A "Yes" vote on the ballot question will allow the General 
Assembly to permit members of local governing bodies to be 
eligible to fill a vacancy in the office of elec^^ mayor or 
board chairman. A "No" vote will retain the ptcsent 
prohibition against a member of the local goVetthrifbttdy 
being so eligible. 
QUESTION 2: 

Shall the Constitution of Virginia be amended to require a 
balanced State budget? . , , 

Virginia traditionally has followed the principle of a 
"balanced" state budget rather than borrow money to pay 
for the ordinary expenses of government. The Appropriations 
Act which provides for the state budget customarily has in- 
cluded language requiring such a balance. The Constitution 
of Virginia, however, does not actually require it. A balanced 
budget therefore, has rested upon custom and legislative 

provisions. 

This proposed amendment will add a balanced budget 
requirement to the Constitution itself by providing that no 
expenses of the Commonwealth be incurred which exceed 
total revenues on hand and expected for a specified period. 
The General Assembly is given the authority by the amend- 
ment to establish certain criteria for putting the balanced 
budget requirement into effect. 

A "Yes" vote on the ballot question is to add the balanced 
budget requirement to the Constitution itself. A "No" note 
will mean that a balanced budget will continue to be a matter 
of custom and legislative provisions at each legislation 
session. 



The mystery pump 

There's a good chance motorists soon will drive 
into a gasoline station that "goes for the spirit" 
and be able to "put a tiger in their tank." 

If a federal judge agrees to a proposed settlement 
between 13 major oil companies, the nation's 
50,000 franchised service station operators will be 
able to sell any brand of gasoline they choose - as 
long as they make it clear the gasoline does not 
come from the parent company. 

Thus, motorists might be able to stop at a Union 
dealer, who goes for the spirit, and "fiU'er up" 
with Exxon, the gasoUne with the tiger. 

The class-action suit was filed in 1971 by dealers 
who held franchises to sell one specific brand of 
gasoline. They charged oil companies made them 
deal with a single supplier despite the fact that gas 
often was refined by a different company. They 
said major companies commonly traded different 
brands of gasoline among themselves on the 
wholesale level to save transportation costs. 

Now the companies, without admitting the 
charges, have agreed to let their company-owned 
station operators shop around among other sup- 
pliers for the best deal. 

The agreement is bound to mean more com- 
petition between oil companies and cheaper prices 
at the pump. Gasoline prices could be reduced as 
much as 10 cents a gallon - and that's good news.

Silver haired legislators to convene next year

RICHMOND - Dr. Robert L. 
Schneider, chairman of the 
Governor's Advisory Bourd on 
Aging, has announced that 
Virginia's next Silver-Haired 
Legislature will be held July 28- 
31. 198S, at the State Capitol in 
Richmond. 

This model general assembly of 
40 senators and 100 delegate, 
aged 60 or older, replicates much 
of the operation of the Virginia 
General Assembly. The Slver- 
Haired Legislators represent 
districts identical to those of the 
Virginia General Assembly. Th^ 
are elected by their peers 60 years 



of age or older. 

The Silver-Haired Legislature 
offers older Virginians the oppor- 
tunity to learn more about the 
legislative process. It also serves 
to increase public awareness of 
issues -concerning older persons 
and of the experience and talents 
which older persons have to offer 
the Commonwealth. 

The delegates and senators 
who participated in the 1983 
session of the Virginia Silver- 
Haired Legislature, held in 
August, 1983, considered 35 
legislative proposals covering a 
wide vjfuricty of topics, including 
a bill of rights for residents of 



homes for adults, reduction in 
automobile insurance premiums 
for older persons, sales and use 
tax exemptions, dependent care 
income tax credits, health care 
cost containment, a state lottery, 
and Medicaid. The 1983 session 
passed 26 proposals. 

Several other states sponsor 
similar model legislatures for 
their older citizens. Virginia is 
believed to be unique in that fun- 
ding for the expenses of the 
Silver-Haired Legislators comes 
from private donations. Fund- 
raising efforts for the 1985 
session are being coordinated by 
Sally H.V. Fox, a member of the 



Governor's Advisory Board on 
Aging. 

The Virginia Department for 
the Aging is coordinating plans 
for the 1985 session with the 
assistance of the Area Agencies 
on Aging, the Governor's Ad- 
visory Board on Aging, and other 
human resource agencies in the 
Commonwealth. According to 
Wilda M. Ferguson, com- 
missioner of the Department, 
elections of delegates to the next 
session will be held in March, 
1985. Petitions for candidacy will 
be available from the Area Agen- 
cies on Aging in mid-January.

Virginia Beach... to Beach House, 
Boy Scout Troops, the State of 
Liberty Fund, the Loving Care 
Program... and of course, Meals 
on Wheels." 

A contribution that is greatly 
appreciated by Mary Stowe, 
director of Meals on Wheels of 
Virginia Beach. The ten year old 
program serves the elderly, han- 
dicapped and shut-ins by 
delivering their meal right to their 
door. 

"We have 62 people on our 
daily delivery list," Stowe said, 
"and I pack each tray because I 
know the people and I know their 
diet. That's two meals a day 
each." 

The program has 4,000 volun- 
teersjn the Beach, but it is up to 
Stowe and her assistants to put 
the meals together each day at the 
Lynn Shores Manor Nursing

"We charge $3 for the meals, if 
they can afford it," Stowe said. 
"We pay three for the 
preparation. Some can't pay. So 
you see the money means those 
who are not able to, pay for their 
meals will continirc to receive 
them."

"Originally our organization 
was meant to draw the rural 
community together," Mulderrig 
said, "to provide a clubhouse 
and centralize things.

Council reconsiders: 
changes decision

Virginia Beach City Council 
has changed its decision on two 
planning items when previous ac- 
tions were reconsidered. 

One change brought about a 
rezoning which was previously 
denied and the other involved the 
removal of a condition formerly 
imposed in connection with a 
rezoning. In both cases the earlier 
votes were unanimous . 

Council reconsidered the 
items last Monday evening. 

One reconsideration involved 
the request of the Gallagher 
Association for a change of 
zoning on property off HoUand 
Road from AG-1 to R-8 for 
42.319 acres; from AG-2 to R-8 
for 4.67 acres; from R-8 to PD- 
H2 for 46.989 acres and from 
AG-1 to P-1 for 37.842 acres. 

The application was the first 
for which the new flood plan 
maps of the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers were used. The ap- 
plicant Monday agreed to 
requirements established by the 
Planning Commission and City 
Council when the application was 
denied on Oct. 8. 

These were that the units be 
limited to 249 units on 25 of 85 
acres in the tract with rezoning to 



R-8 and PD-H2 and to leave the 
remaining in open spa^C and 
to defer rezoning the rest of the 
property. The vote on recon- 
Sderation was 9-2 with Coun- 
cilwomen Barbara Henley and 
Obemdorf dissenting. 

Vice Mayor Reba McQanan 
said that only the P'oP^ty 
located outside the floodway 
should be considered for denisty 
credit which would provide for 
249 units at four units per acre as 
recommended in the comprehen- 
sive plan. 

Council unanimously deleted a 
condition in connection with the 
rezoning application of Dr. and 
Mrs. Ben Y. Ward from B-2 to 
A-4 on Virginia Beach 
Boulevard, approved on Jan. 15, 
1979. Deleted was the condition 
that the zoning would become ef- 
fective when funding for the 
elderly housing is obtained. At 
the same time a restriction was 
imposed limiting the number of 
uiiits to 18 per acres, which is the 
density permitted in A-2 zoning. 
ERZ Oglesby/ Arnold Realty, 
Ltd. have a contract to purchase 
the property and plan to develop 
that and adjoining property at A- 
2 density.

Reduce heat and cook uncovered 15 to 20 
minutes or until very thick. Pour applesauce into crust. Toss 
remaining apples with 2 tablespoons sugar and lemon juice;. 

10 lo 40 
mlmites or until apples are temfer and crust is browned: Cool 
completely before serving.

Bread Wrappers, Recycling - 

Plastic bread wrappers are ex- 
cellent for wrapping food that 
you intend to freeze. They are

also excellent and inexpensive 
cleaners for your gas or electric 
range. Simply crush them and 
rub them on the range to clean, 
polish, and prevent rust. Finish 
by polishing with a soft cloth. 
Broiler, Smoking - Make sure 



your broiler is thoroughly clean, 
then put two or three cups of cold 
water in the bottom. As you 
broil, the water will absorb the 
grease and prevent the smoke. 
Broken Glass, Picking Up - After 
all of the large pieces of broken 
glass have been picked up, use a 
slice of fresh bread to remove the 
slivers. Or dampen a paper towel 
and gently rub it across the area. 

Bronze, CleaDing - Dust well, 
then rub with a soft cloth soaked 
in linseed oil. Next, polish with a 
soft cloth. 

Brooms, Preserving - When it's 
new, soak your broom for five 
minutes in hot, salty water, then 
leave it in the sunshine to dry. 
The salt toughens the fibers so 



the broom will last twice as long. 
Or you can wash it in two quarts 
of warm water to which you have 
added one cup of household am- 
monia. Soak the broom in the 
mixture for one hour; rinse it is 
cold water. Then stand it on end 
in the sunshine. This will toughen 
it up considerably. 
Brown Sugar, KMping It Moist - 
When you put brown sugar into a 
container, add a piece of fresh, 
raw apple to keep it moist. Or if it 
is an opened package, put it in 
the bread box with your bread for 
a couple of days. It will soften 
nicely. You can also put the 
package in the refrigerator ior 
twenty-four hours to keep it soft. 
Babble Gam, Removing One the 
easiest and most effective 



methods is to use lighter fluid, 
which removes it quickly, 
without stains. Note: Be careful. 
Lighter fluid is very flammable. 
Bulbs, Storing - Place them in an 
old nylon stocking and hang 
them in a cool, dry spot. 

Bulbs, Watering Never water 
bulbs from the top like normal 
indoor plants. If a bulb is in a 
small pot, stand it in an old soup 
plate with an inch of tepid water 
in the bottom. If the container is 
large, water the bulb by placing it 
in the bathtub in an inch or two 
of tepid water. Place it in an old 
towel to prevent scratching the 
tub. Note: Never use very cold 
water on any plants. It will kill 
them quicker than anything.

NOVEMBER SKY CHARTS: To 

use these sky charts face either 
north 01' south and hold the charts 
directly in front of you with the 
horizon on the bottom. The charts 
show the brightest stars and planets 
between the horizon and the part of 
the sky directly overhead during the 
early evening hours this month. 

CONSTELLATIONS: Four bright 
stars that form the Great Square of 
Pegasus the flying horse are visible 
overhead in the southern sky. Pega 
sus is galloping through the sky up- 
side down with his hind legs, 
marked by the constellation An- 
dromeda, stretching up towards the 
zenith. Look for two noticeably 
bright stars beneath Pegasus. Al- 
debaran, a red-tinted star which 
marks the "blood-shot" eye of Tau- 
rus the bull is on view in the east, 
and Fomalhaut, part of the constel- 
lation Piscis Austrinus, is found 
closer to the horizon in the 
southwest. 

High in the northwest sky, look 
for the three stars that mark one of 
summer's brightest star patterns — 
the Summer Triangle. Vega, the 
brightest of the three, is found alwut 
midway between the horizon and 
zenith, while Altair stretches to the 
west and Deneb is visible directly 
overhead. 

PLANETS: The red planet Mars, 
moving from Sagittarius into Capri- 
cornus, is visible very low in the 
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southern sky at sunset. On Tuesday, 
November 27, watch for a waxing 
crescent moon to pass within 4° 
south of Mars in the early evening 
sky.. 

Towards the end of the month, 
look for Mercury and Venus to be- 
come visible in the evening twilight, 
appearing for a short time after 
sunset low in the southwest. 

CELESTIAL EVENTS: Watch for 
meteors from the Taurid shower 
streak through the night skies on 
November 3. About 15 meteors per 
hour can be observed from this 
shower, though the light from a

waxmg gibbous moon may make 
the meteors a bit difficult to see. 

The best time to view the Leonid 
meteor shower is during the early 
morning hours of November 17. 
These meteors originate from the 
comet Temple-Tuttle due to return 
in 1998. A huge meteor swarm fol- 
lows closely behind the comet and 
the earth encounters this swarm 
about one year after the comet's 
return.

recommended by the Joint 
Legislative Advisory Review 
Committee (JLARC). The new 
system should distribute con- 
struction funds equally among 
the primary, secondary and ur- 
ban systems and establish a for- 
mat for allocating funds within 
the urban system based upon 
population. The urban street 
maintenance payments should be 
increased to that amount recom- 
mended by JLARC which is 
comparable to the maintenance 
provided by the state on county 
roads. 

The second priority has been 
requested for the past three of 
four years - that the General 
Assembly enact an additional 
one percent state sales tax to be 
returned to the localities on the 
basis of school-age populations. 



The State Board of Education 
has recommended a per-pupil 
allocation of $1,982 while the 
current state budget provides an 
allocation of only $1,776. Each 
year the governor recommends 
an increase, Grochmal said, but 
each year it is not enough. 

The next two top priorities are: 

• Additional medical 
education/indigent care funding 
to the Eastern Virginia Medical 
Authority which approximates 
the percentage of medically in- 
digent patients in eastern Virginia 
as compared to the rest of the 

state. 

• Allow localities to require a 

subdivider of land to pay his pro 
rata share of the cost of 
providing reasonable and 

necessary roads outside the limits 
of the property he is developing.

The share should be limited to the 
proportion of the total estimated 
cost which the increased traffic 
flow generated by his subdivision 
or development bears to the total 
estimated volume of traffic 
generated in the area served by 
the road where the area if fully 
developed.

Council also moved to the top 
priority list a proposal listed 
lower ~ a contraband forfeiture 
act which allows the local law en- 
forcement agency to seize any 
contraband article or property. 
The contraband should automat- 
ically become the property of the 
Commonwealth of Virginia and 
then be turned over to the law 
enforcement agency which 
originally confiscated it for use in 
controlling drug trafficking and 
other illegal activities. 

Included in the second 
priority list are: 

• Extension of the law, which 
prevents passenger vehicles from 
having altered suspension 
systems, to pickup trucks and 
other vehicles such as Chevrolet 
Blazers or Ford Broncos. The 
alterations relate to those which 
make the bumper closer to The 
ground than 1 1 inches and higher 
from the ground than 22 inches. 
These vehicles can be listed as 
automobiles or trucks. The law 
now applies only to automobiles. 

• A study on allowing tax 
credits for builders who install 
fire protection sprinkler systems 
which are above the requirement 
of uniform statewide building 
code. 

• Provide that a local wetlands 
Board does not act favorably on 
an application without at least 
four "yes" votes of a seven- 
member ^ard, or three "yes'' 

- votes/ of a five-member board. 
NowU tie vote is considered ap- 
proval. 
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• Allow localities to charge for 
street closures whether or not the 
applicant owns all the adjacent 
property. 

• Allow Virginia Beach to in- 
crease the filing fee for civil cases 
to $3 (from $2) to support the 
Wahab Public Law Library 
because costs have increased. 

• Make it illegal to sell capsules 
containing only caffeine or 
ephedrine sulfate if the seller 
shows the buyer how to combine 

the two. 

• Make it a per se legal 
violation for a person having a 
blood alcohol content (BAC) of 
0.10 percent of above to drive or 
operate a motor vehicle. Current 
law makes it a per se violation at 
.15 percent. 

• Delete two-hour time limit to 
make DUI arrests. 

• Allow motorcycles to be 
equipped with a modulating head 
lamp that in the high beam mode 
pulsates at a maximum rate of 
four times per second, for use 
only in the daytime. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley also asked for the in- 
clusion of a recommendation 
to the Virginia Municipal League 
Task Force for a non- 
degradation standards for water 
quality and preventing discharge 
into groundwater. Coun- 
cilwoman Meyera Oberndorf, 
who is working with the VML 
Committee, said that the com- 
mittee is working with people 
across the state on proposed 
uranium mining to protect water 
quality. She said that way the 
degeneration of a water system 
would not be the sole respon- 
sibility of people downstream. 

Councilman Robert G. Jones 
did not receive any support of his 
proposal for a study of the sup- 
port (social servicK) mechanisms 
in Virginia. 

The City, however, will look 
into his proposal to allow 
jurisdictions to consider 
aesthetics in zoning. 

The revised proposals will be 
presented to Council on Novem- 
ber 5 with further study on 
November 19.

This does not mean 
that the author trivializes issues, 
the men and women involved 
with the campaigns or the events 
of recent American history. It 
does mean that by focusing on 
people, White is able to illustrate 
the issues and events from a dif- 
ferent perspective. 

Theodore White stopped 
writing books about the presiden- 
tial elections with his volume on 
the 1972 campaign.
